W e W ill Stand Fast 
TIEHEN General Eisenhower gave the na- 
** tion his report on European defense, 
he passed over the problem of German re­ 
armament, saying it was one for the poli­ 
ticians. 
Some weeks have gone by since then, 
and the politicians don’t seem to be ad­ 
dressing themselves to this task. It’s not 
just a matter of our needing German mili­ 
tary strength in a European defense force. 
Ifs that we can’t afford to have the Ger­ 
mans be “neutral’’ or turn toward the Rus­ 
sians. 
For years now the Russians and their 
stooges in East Germany have been hold­ 
ing out to the West Germans the glittering 
lures of national unity, 
neutrality 
and 
peace. In recent months the appeals have 
been stepped up. 
The Bonn government and other West 
German politicians have spurned these of­ 
fers as deceptive, and they will probably 
go on rejecting them. But that shouldn’t 
be allowed to cover the fact that the Ger­ 
man people are extremely receptive to 
such talk. 
The appeal of unity to a divided nation 
is obvious. And to a people who see them­ 
selves in the front line of any war between 
West and East, neutrality and peace are 
likewise powerful magnets. 
A U. S. official in Germany described 
the effect of this Communist propaganda 
on those in the western zones: 
“It is like a fog seeping into a poorly 
constructed house. You shut the door and 
close the windows, but it comes in through 
the cracks in 
the 
walls. 
Unfortunately j 
there are plenty of cracks in the house we i 
have built in Western Germany.” 


Financial Headache 


Confronts City 
rjphe City of Escanaba is making some 
j ^ 
sharp cuts in its budget for the current 
I fiscal year to keep an anticipated deficit 
I to the lowest possible level, but the budget 
slashes are not entirely savings. Many of

j year’s budget simply are deferred to the 
■ next fiscal year, starting July I. Some are 
j expenditures already committed but for 
I which payment can be postponed.

Fortunately, some items are 
savings in fact. 
The items deferred or payments post­ 
poned this fiscal year will have to be in­ 
cluded in the budget for the next year.

I drove up to the curtain in a jeep with 
Captain Feths Scckin and lieutenant Ali 
Aksoz of the Turkish army. The latter is in 
command of a ten-man detachment guard­ 
ing the Kaprikule outpost. The road lead­ 
ing to the curtain was paved with ccn- 
turies-old stone and beside the road were 
Roman wells built by 
Emperor 
Adrian. 
But the traffic leading to the barbed-vvire 
curtain, aside from an ox team pulling a 
John Deere disc drill, a tribute to the M ar­ 
shall plan, was nil. 
Suddenly the road ended. Ahead was an 
iron gate bearing that international Eng­ 
lish word known to every tongue: “Stop.” 
Beyond it was another gate slightly rusty 
and delnpidated bearing the words “Bul­ 
garia" in both French and Cyrillic. This 
was the iron curtain and the place which 
Turks call Serhad, which significantly has 
two meanings: The frontier end the neck­ 
line where one’s head is chopped off. 
BLOCKHOUSES GUARD CURTAIN 
Alongside the gate was a series of block- j 
houses—one on the Bulgarian side, a lit­ 
tle shabby with some of its windowpanes 
missing, and two on the Turkish side, both j 
new and orderly. One Turkish blockhouse j 
—set back from the iron gate but collect­ 
ed with it by a series of trenches—housed 
troops. 
I climbed stairs inside the thick-walled 
parapet to the tower on top of which a 
Turkish soldier stood scanning the land­ 
scape through field glasses. Through his 
glasses he could see a Bulgarian guard in 
the tower on the opposite side of the Iron 
Curtain, scrutining us. From time to time 
he would run to the telephone evidently to 
notify his headquarters about our party. 
Aside from this, there was almost no move­ 
ment on the frontier. The sturdy walls, 
pierced with rifle slots, looked down on 
nothing more than the winter barley fields 
and the long, long barricade of barbed 
wire extending north. 
Climbing down from the watchtower we 
moved closer to the Iron Curtain to the 
second Turkish building. This one was just 
six feet from the gate separating the two 
countries. 
BORDER COFFEEE DRINKING 
On 
rare 
occasions an official with a 
properly visaed passport is permitted to 
pass through this gate and customs offi­ 
cials are kept on the Turkish side to han­ 
dle such transits. We sat down a few feet 
from the gate to drink coffee with the cus­ 
toms officials. The weather was cold but 
the sun was warm, and I pulled my chair 
out onto a stone platform in the sunshine 
in full 
peering down through rifle slots in their 
watchtower fifty feet away. 
I don’t know and never will know what 
they thought of the stranger—the civilian 
dressed in western clothes who sat and 
drank coffee just below them. I don’t even 
know whether they recognized me as an 
American but the Turkish guards, 
who 
watched them from the tower with their 
field glasses, reported that, on the op­ 
posite side of the iron curtail, there was 
more scurrying and more frantic telephon­ 
ing back to their headquarters. 
However, 
the sun was warm and the 
coffee delicious and we lingered, talking 
about 1he days when the army of Sultan 
Beyazid battled with the armored knights 
of the Polish king and the grand marshal 
of France in the days of 
the 
crusades 
across these same barley fields before the 
gates of Adrianople.

There 
is nothing on record to connect these acts 
with any person or persons.

UNDER THE LAW—The Walleye Pro­ 
tective association is seeking legislation to 
restrict commercial fishing operations to 
preserve the walleyes.

Ousting or strict control of the trap 
nettcrs is a point in common. 
Local fishermen have also gone along

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General Moore 
Was Fine Man 


Made Good Record 
Wherever He Went 
By ROBERT C. RUARK 
NEW YORK—A lot of people in 
this country did not know much 
about Maj. Gen. B ryant Moore, 
who died in Korea last week after 
his helicopter 
crashed. 
General 
Moore 
did 
not 
flourish 
bone- 
handled pistols or attract color­ 
ful publicity. But he was a lot of 
general and when we lost him the 
other day I think we lost a future 
arm y chief. 
^ 
Moore came from the superin­ 
tendency of West Point 
a m onth 
ago to take over the Ninth corps 
in Korea. He was a fine fighting 
general. He had taught 
military 
science and tactics. He had spent 
much tim e 
with 
civilians 
and 
with other branches of the 
ser­ 
vice. 
The general had fought in the 
first W orld War. He fought 
on 
Guadalcanal, as comm ander 
of 
the 16th 
infantry. 
He 
worked 
closely 
w ith 
the Marines. 
He 
fought around Antwerp, and he 
headed the 8th division 
of 
the 
First Arm y on the 
long 
m ean 
road to Cologne. Bvjt what I re­ 
mem ber him for was the job he 
did in Venezia Giulia, 
on 
the 
Morgan line which divided Italy 
from the then very hostile Yugo­ 
slavs. T hat 88th division was the 
tautest peacetime outfit 
I 
ever 
sow, and 
at 
a nervous moment 
when a wrong move had us right 
back into war. 
General Lee Again 
Gen. Moore was 
running 
the 
88th w hen 
I was 
having 
some 
troubles w ith the United 
States 
army, i n the form 
of 
Lt. 
Gen. 
John C. H. Lee, in the sum m er of 
1947 The American arm y in Italy 
—they called it Mtousa—was in 
such sad shape, functionally and 
irom a standpoint of morale, that 
Lee was eventually 
relieved 
of 
command. 
Pretty sick at heart and 
very 
sore, I w ent over to Trieste to see 
if everything was as bad as what 
you saw around Rome and Leg­ 
horn, Lee’s 
headquarters. 
And 
what you saw was a miracle. 
It 
gave you back all your faith 
in 
your own m ilitary leadership. 
The jugs were literally leaning 
on the Morgan line. There 
were 
incidents— shootings, kidnapings, 
political encitemerrts. 
Moore’s job, as chief of a separ­ 
ate occupation force for that area 
was certainly as mean an assign­ 
ment as any commander ever re­ 
ceived, and he knew it. One little 
piece of bad luck and to all in­ 
tents he was through. The pres­ 
tige of the United States, and the 
possibility of Europe’s 
fate 
was 
tight in his lap, and he knew that, 
too. And he met it. 
Pentagon Callouses 
Moore’s men w ere 
about 
the 
most prideful troops I ever en­ 
countered. W here the Lee deal in 
Leghorn was sloppy, riddled with 
special privilege, administered by 
over-heavy top brass with Penta­ 
gon callouses on their behinds; 
a complete madhouse of 
incom- 
pete? ce and lacking 
entirely 
in 
morale, Moore’s bunch 
was 
as 
proud as a cadre of marines with 
a job to do. 
He screened his 
officers—even 
his juniors—w ith 
a 
microscopic 
eye, because the 
operation 
was 
not known as trust for cheap pub­ 
lic relations effect. 
His 
enlisted 
men showed their own 
pride in 
the old 
m an 
in 
every 
action. 
They w ere 
sharp. 
They 
lived 
.sharp. They ate good 
and 
they 
were housed good and they dress­ 
ed immaculately 
and 
their VD 
rate was low and they were sold­ 
iers and knew it. 
I hit the place cold, after 
a 
heartbreaking few days at the Lee 
command, and could scarcely be­ 
lieve w hat I saw, because it was 
so good, in contrast 
with 
Leg­ 
horn, which w'as so 
bad. 
Moore 
wasn’t there. There 
w asn’t 
any 
cover-up, because the series that 
ousted Lee hadn’t even started. 
There w'ercn’t any 
loud 
beefs 
from the G I’s. They

fort, and w ere proud of it. A GI 
with very little of importance to 
knock Is a rare thing, when you 
consider that

W ASHINGTON—From General 
Douglas M acA rthur in Tokyo the 
Pentagon 
has 
received 
word 
which puts a new' aspect on the 
w ar in Korea. In a message sent 
the other day M acA rthur said in 
effect that from here on out the 
net result can only be a prolonged 
stalemate. 
In his View, therefore, the mo­ 
m ent 
has 
come to try to bring 
about some sort of settlement with 
Communist China. As M acArthur 
phrased it, the time is now here 
for the politician and the diplo­ 
mats to move in. 
The Pacific comm ander based 
his judgem ent, in part at least, on 
his own over-all estimate of Chi­ 
nese casualties since Communist 
China intervened in the Korean 
war. His estimate of the num ber 
knckcd out by American arms and 
disease is close to 700,000. Includ­ 
ed in this staggering 
total 
are 
w hat 
were 
considered 
among 
China’s best-trained and equipped 
divisions. M acA rthur^ report con­ 
firms all the stories out of China 
about the severe strain put on that 
w ar-w racked country’s very lim­ 
ited medical services. 
But as always when 
Commu­ 
nism is confronted with a success­ 
ful challenge to the use of naked 
power, there is the alternative of 
infiltration and destruction from 
within. It is here that there is 
now vital concern for Am erica’s 
point of focal strength in the P a ­ 
cific—Japan. 
T hreat From Sakhalin 
Behind the announcement that 
two 
partially-trained 
National 
G uard divisions—from California 
and from Oklahom a—were going 
to Japan was a lot more than met 
the eye. Originally, the request 
from M acA rthur’s 
headquarters 
was for four divisions. This put 
an extrem ely tough decision up to 
defense 
officials in Washington 
since trained units simply were 
not to be found. 
The reason for the urgency was 
M acA rthur’s fear that the north­ 
ernmost island of the Japanese 
chain, Hokkaido is the island of 
Sakhalin, all of which was re ­ 
stored to Russia under the Yalta 
agreement, half of it having been 
taken by Jap an after her victory 


north of the Ja p islands. To the 
east and north are the Kurl is­ 
lands which also went to Russia. 
Not only have the Soviets moved 
into those that were ceded at Yal­ 
ta, but also into islands that while 
virtually unoccupied have been 
in undisputed possession of J a ­ 
pan over a long period. 
The best intelligence estimates 
now are that the danger of a Com­ 
munist attack on Japan is com­ 
paratively small 
since 
Moscow 
knows th a t this would mean an 
all-out conflict. The stress is put 
on the threat of infiltration back­ 
ed by Russian military strength. 
There enters in here the a p ­ 
praisal of the scope and influence 
of the Communist conspiracy in 
Japan proper. General M acA rthur 
tends to rate it down as com para­ 
tively negligible. But others give 
it much more importance and this 
last is the 
impression 
brought 
back by John Foster Dulles from 
his trip to Japan for President 
Trum an to prepare the w ay for a 
peace treaty. 
Japanese Not Equipped 
With the infiltration of men and 
arms across the narrow caps sep­ 
arating Hokkaido from Russian- 
held islands the menace of Com­ 
munism w ithin could 
be 
most 
serious. This is the kind of chal­ 
lenge difficult to meet with A m ­ 
erican military power. The Ja p a ­ 
nese police force is not equipped 
to meet it, being w ithout suffi­ 
cient arms or organization. It is 
believed that Dulles will recom ­ 
mend expanding and equipping 
this force so that it can cope with 
the internal situation.

Cars Minus Flashy 
Trimmings Won’t 
Be Hard To Take 


By DAVID J. WILKIE 
DETROIT— (/P) — Car makers 
say autos built w ith considerable 
substitute m aterials 
and 
minus 
flashy trimm ing a re n ’t going to 
be hard to take. 
This view is based on engineer­ 
ing and sales departm ent reac­ 
tion to experim ental models m any 
companies already have put to­ 
gether. At the sam e time, it is 
being suggested in some quarters 
that 
the 
“em ergency” 
models 
w on’t have to be put into produc­ 
tion for several m onths to come. 
Change To Be Gradual 
Most industry 
analysts 
have 
been saying the “ undressed” cars 
would begin to reach dealer floors 
before m id-year. But some indus­ 
try spokesmen now say this isn’t 
a t all certain. They add that the 
disappearance 
of 
bright finish 
probably will be gradual rather 
than sudden. 
Frequently h ea rd —from differ­ 
e n t companies—is the 
statem ent 
“ wTe aren’t as badly off in this re ­ 
spect as some of the other fel­ 
lows.” But they are building e x ­ 
perim ental models and trying out 
alternate m aterial for various com­ 
ponents. Also being tested for ap­ 
pearance 
re substitutes for chro­ 
m ium t im. 
Zinc Plating Shines 
The 
m aterials-testing 
models 
still are very much off the re ­ 
cord. 
It 
is 
fairly well known, 
though, thai various schemes are 
being tried out to m aintain the 
bright finishes w ithout cromium 
or nickel plating. There is, for 
exam ple, the trick of covering a 
steel casting with a 
very 
thin 
coating of zinc and buffing the 
Einc. 
While zinc is in short supply 
Borne einginecrs have said they 
can borrow it from other parts of 
the car to work out the decora­ 
tive plan. 
Persons who have seen the ex­ 
perim ental models say they are 
good to look at. 
The industry built several h u n ­ 
dred thousand passenger cars in 
the late months of 1941 with sub­ 
stitute materials—both for func­ 
tional and decorative 
purposes. 
The car makers d id n ’t 
like 
the 
word “substitute” and they don’t 
like it now. So they are urging use 
of the term “alternate.” 
The fact they d id n ’t continue 
the use of these “substitute” or 
“ alternate” m aterials w hen pro­ 
duction was resum ed 
after the 
war suggests they w eren ’t too well 
satisfied w ith the 1941 achieve­ 
m e n t 
Research Continues 
However, a great am ount of 
m etallurgical research has been 
carried on in the industry labora­ 
tories since the last war. Some 


leading automotive engineers say 
it has developed “alternates” for 
most of the m aterials that go into 
car construction. 
It has to be noted, of course, 
that cost factors enter into final 
decisions on the use of any ma- 
! terials. The cost of some of the 
i “alternatives” reportedly goes up 
I sharply in the 
machining 
pro- 
!cesses. 
Obviously the research on vari- 
i ous types of autom otive materials 
hasn’t been carried on solely in 
anticipation of possible shortages. 
It has been 
pursued 
constantly 
with the development 
of 
bettor 
and more practical m aterials as 
its objectives. 
The car m akers can save a sub­ 
stantial amount of steel if the m a­ 
terials pinch becomes severe. They 
could make smaller 
cars; 
they 
could m ake more cars with fab­ 
ric tops: they could build more 
of the so-called “utility” cars. 
But all car buyers don’t want 
sm aller cars; convertibles or cars 
built more for service than for 
appearance. So the industry won’t 
swing over to such types until it 
; has to economize m uch more heav- 
I ily than now appears likely.
